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Church is 
packed as 
town pays 
tribute

THERE was standing room 
only at the parish church in 
Montgomery as people paid 
their respects to one of the 
town’s best loved characters. 

Mary Bunner, who died on 
December 28 at the age of 
101, was remembered on 
Friday in a service in St 
Nicholas Church, where she 
had been a churchwarden. 

She took over the running 
of the family ironmonger’s 
shop, RH Bunners, in 1953, 
after the death of her hus¬ 
band, Alan. Over the next 60 
years she kept the business 
open while bringing up her 
daughters, Mary and Ann. 

They now run the shop, 
which has become a tourist 
attraction because its inte¬ 
rior has changed so little 
since it opened in 1892. 

RH Bunners has been 
described as an Aladdin’s 
Cave of traditional ironmon¬ 
gery items, and some have 
compared it to the shop seen 
in the Two Ronnies’ four 
candles sketch. 

Customers can still buy a 
single screw if that is all 
they need, but the shop also 
stocks everything from quad 
bikes to toys. 

The service of remem¬ 
brance was attended by 300 
people, many of whom had 
to stand throughout.

New leader 
brings back 
councillors 

THREE axed councillors have been re¬ 
instated by the new leader of Powys County 
Council as part of his new nine-strong cab¬ 
inet. 

A political battle at the independent-run 
council led to leader David Jones being 
ousted in a vote of no confidence on Friday 
with former council chairman Barry 
Thomas succeeding him. 

He has brought back Myfanwy Alexander, 
Graham Brown and Garry Banks, who were 
sacked by Mr Jones after they defected with 
others to form the Independent Group (IG) 
led by Mr Brown. 

A no confidence motion in Mr Jones’ lead¬ 
ership was launched by Mr Brown and Ms 
Alexander in the wake of Mr Jones’s deci¬ 
sion to join the Powys Independent Alliance 
(PIA) in December, which until Friday held 
all 10 cabinet posts. 

Ms Alexander, Mr Brown and Rosemarie 
Harris will serve as Mr Thomas’s deputies. 

The new cabinet includes five members 
of the IG and three of the Non-Political 
Group which includes council leader, Mr 
Thomas. 

“For the first time ever I will be working 
with a leadership team comprising of 
Myfanwy Alexander, Graham Brown and 
Rosemarie Harris - all deputy leaders,” said 
Mr Thomas.

But rural parish councillors remain com¬ 
pletely opposed to the plans and have called 
a public meeting on Saturday to gauge feel¬ 
ings of the villagers. 

Councillor Tony Cheetham said: “We 
have objected to this development as a 
whole. It’s not just the size of the proposal 
it’s the principle as well.” 

Mr Cheetham, councillor for Trefonen 
and Treflach, is now urging Morda villagers 
to attend the drop-in meeting at Oswestry 
Cricket Club between 10am and 3pm. 

“We will have all the information avail¬ 
able about the size and impact that this 
development will have on the village and it 
is vital that everyone attends the meeting. 

“As a council we need to gauge the feel¬ 
ings of those living in Morda. 

Joining 

“Oswestry Rural Parish Council is 
strongly opposed and has lodged objections 
with Shropshire Council. 

“This scheme is much bigger than people 
imagine and if given permission will lead to 
the joining of Morda with Oswestry.” 

David Wilson Homes presented its pre¬ 
liminary plans in September and after a 
period of consultation with residents, the 
company revised its plans, reducing the 
number of homes from 85 to 64 and 
included more open space. 

Jon Rowson, planning manager at David 
Wilson Homes, said: “Following a review of 
the community feedback, we significantly 
reduced the number of homes proposed, 
which has resulted in a more spacious devel¬ 
opment, with additional landscaping, whilst 
also reducing the traffic to the site. 

“The site has been identified as suitable 
to deliver much-needed new homes and our 
plans only propose to develop approximately 
half of the site. 

“This will ensure the physical separation 
between Morda and Oswestry is safe¬ 
guarded and retained in perpetuity.”

“Our beef comes from no more than 10 


miles away and the meat is cooked and the 
pastry made on our premises,” he said. 
“Adding the Offa Dyke ale really has given 
a kick to the taste.” 

The businesses are benefiting from con¬ 
sumers who want to eat and drink local pro¬ 
duce. Mr Battams said: “We have seen an 
increase in customers and lots of new faces 
in the shop since the food scares of last year. 

“People want to know where their meat 
is from and are appreciating quality.” 


Council to 
help CCTV 
with £lOk 
injection 

A £10,000 INJECTION of 
cash to save Oswestry’s 
crime-busting CCTV system 
will be made by Oswestry 
Town Council. 

The future of the town 
centre cameras, paid for by 
the council just over a 
decade ago, have been 
threatened because of lack 
of cash and the ageing sys¬ 
tem. 

On Monday night council¬ 
lors agreed to put an extra 
£10,000 into the CCTV 
budget on top of its annual 
£7,500 contribution to its 
running costs. 

Now the council will have 
talks with West Mercia 
Police to look at bringing the 
system, the largest volun¬ 
teer run CCTV initiative in 
the country, up-to-date. 

Shropshire Council has 
indicated it may not fund its 
share this year. 

Town clerk David Preston 
said: “The system is now 
outdated and costly to run 
but its widespread benefit is 
acknowledged throughout 
the town.” 

At the budget meeting, 
councillors voted 12 to four 
to increase its precept to 
council tax payers by three 
per cent. 

It means band D residents 
will pay £69.92 a year, com¬ 
pared to £67.88 last year and 
giving the town council an 
extra £6,835. 

A change in how the pre¬ 
cept is handed to the town 
council is likely to mean the 
loss of about £45,000 a year. 

Police will 
cost more 

A WEEK after announcing 
118 jobs will go, residents 
are being told they will have 
to stump up an extra 2.1 per 
cent annually to Dyfed- 
Powys Police. 

If approved, the increase 
will be added to council tax 
bills in the next financial 
year resulting in a precept at 
council tax band D of 
£210.60 - up from £206.28. 

Crime Commissioner 
Christopher Salmon said: 
“My precept proposal bal¬ 
ances the needs of families 
with the needs of our police 
service.”

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Council leader is ousted 
in vote of no confidence

THE leader of Powys County 
Council has been ousted in a vote 
of no confidence. 

Councillor David Jones was forced to 
stand down during an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing in Llandrindod Wells on Friday. 

He has been replaced by former council 
chairman Barry Thomas, from Llangyniew 
near Welshpool. 

The decision came after claims that Coun¬ 
cillor Jones made decisions that his party 
hadn’t agreed to and 
fired members of his 
cabinet by e-mail. 

The council, which is 
facing budget cuts of £40 
H million over three years 
r and faces the loss of 300 
staff, has a history of 
being controlled by inde¬ 
pendents, but Mr Jones 
wanted to bring in a 
coalition. 

Transparent 

Last November he 
axed three councillors 
who opposed the move 
and formed a new cabi- 
net with another inde¬ 
pendent group before 
■ V Friday’s challenge. 

^ Mk The no confidence 
motion was proposed by 
^Councillor Graham 

Barry Thomas Brown, from Llandrinio 
on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der. Councillor Brown said: “He had gone 
against the wishes of his own group. Three 
times we decided not to go into coalition and 
he decided that we were going to. I’m hoping 
that from now on we will have a far more 
open and transparent leadership where we 
can move forward together.” 

Before yesterday’s vote, Mr Jones, from 
Guilsfield, near Welshpool, said he had 
received a lot of support from members 
when he became leader. 

He also admitted that in hindsight he 
could have taken steps to strengthen the 
cabinet last year. 

But members were unimpressed, passing 
the motion of no confidence in his leadership 
by 40 votes to 32. 

New leader Councillor Barry Thomas is a 
member of the six-strong, non-political 
group. He has dissolved the 10-strong cabi¬ 
net and will appoint his new team on 
Wednesday.

Teenager 
in supply 
of drugs 
locked up 

A WELSHPOOL teenager 
has been locked up for two 
years for supplying drugs 
across Mid Wales with the 
help of two others. 

Sam Williams, 19, of 
Grungrog Hill, Welshpool, 
admitted being concerned in 
the supply of cocaine and 
cannabis and received a two- 
year youth custody sentence. 

Ashley-Joe Pedrini, 18, 
and Huw Gwyn Jones, 19, 
received suspended sen¬ 
tences for being concerned 
in the supply of cannabis. 

Judge Niclas Parry, sitting 
at Mold Crown Court on 
Tuesday, said they had been 
selling drugs on a commer¬ 
cial basis in Mid Wales. 

“Quite simply, you were 
taking a chance to profit at 
the expense of the health 
and safety of particularly 
young people in your com¬ 
munity,” he told them. 

Pedrini, of High Street, 
Welshpool, received a 12- 
month sentence suspended 
for 18 months after admit¬ 
ted being concerned in the 
supply of cannabis and pos¬ 
sessing the drug with intent 
to supply. 

He was ordered to do 300 
hours unpaid work, be 
tagged at home for two 
months between 6.30pm and 
6am and pay £560 costs. 

Jones, of Cae Robert, 
Meifod, admitted supplying 
and possessing cannabis and 
he received a 10-month sus¬ 
pended sentence. He was 
also tagged, ordered to pay 
costs and carry out 200 
hours unpaid work.

A BANK holiday 
motorcycle trip ended 
in tragedy when a 
rider lost control of 
his machine and hit 
an oncoming ice 
cream van. 

Stephen Conde, 47, from 
Greyfriars, Oswestry, may 
have hit a cat’s eye while 
overtaking before the acci¬ 
dent on the A49, just south 
of Dorrington on August 2. 

He was thrown from his 
750 cc machine into the path 
of the van and suffered mul¬ 
tiple injuries. He died in the 
University Hospital, North 
Staffs. 

Coroner John Ellery 
recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death at an inquest at 
the Guildhall, Shrewsbury 
on Tuesday. 

Mr Conde, an experienced 
motorcyclist who had been 
riding for 30 years, had been 
travelling from Whitchurch 
to Leominster on a day trip 
with his partner and their 
two friends.

One of the riders, Mr Gra¬ 
ham Jones, said Mr Conde 
overtook a car and then 
started to overtake another. 

“His bike suddenly 
twitched and Steve braked. 
The back of the bike locked 
up and he came off his bike. 

“He was propelled, diago¬ 
nally into the ice-cream 
van,” Mr Jones said. 

“I am certain he clipped a 
cat’s eye.” 

Mr Jones told the inquest 


that following Mr Conde’s 
death he had heard from 
several motorcyclists who 
had problems with the type 
of cat’s eye on the A49, 
which are solid dome shaped 
glass ones rather than those 
that sunk into the road. 

Van driver Zamir Ahmed, 
said he braked and was mov¬ 
ing over to the side of the 
road when the collision 
occurred. 

Police accident investiga¬ 
tion officer, Constable Neil 
Williams, said it was possible 
that the bike had clipped the 
cat’s eye. 

However he said: “I 
believe it is likely to have 
been rider misjudgement or 
that he didn’t see oncoming 
traffic.” 

Mr Ellery said that there 
was no evidence that any¬ 
thing Mr Ahmed did played 
any part in the accident. 

“This should have been a 
ride on a lovely sunny day 
out. 

“Sadly it went tragically 
wrong,” he said.

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MEMBERS of Powys County 
Council were elected to serve 
their constituents but instead 
they have been playing an 
expensive political game. 

The county had always man¬ 
aged to keep politics off the 
agenda until the new cabinet 
system was adopted but since 
then unsavoury things have 
been simmering under the sur¬ 
face. 

Infighting has become evi¬ 
dent and as a result senior 
councillors lost their jobs, 
though some were reinstated, 
and now the leader, David 
Jones, has been sacked and dis¬ 
patched to the back benches. 

My understanding of the sit¬ 
uation is that the ruling group 
were the Shires’ Independents 
with opposition from Powys 
Independents while there were 
also Tory, Lib Dem and Labour 
groups as well. 

By Christmas, the Shires 
were a thing of the past and 
council leader David Jones had 
transferred himself to Powys 
Independents and sacked three 
of his former team from cabi¬ 
net roles. 

Now he’s gone too and 
there’s a new Powys Independ¬ 
ent Alliance group in charge 
with Barry Thomas as leader 
and the three sacked cabinet 
members are back again. 

The situation is a mess and 
has damaged the perception of 
the council as a governing 
body. 

I’m a firm believer in keep¬ 
ing politics out of local govern¬ 
ment but it is obvious that 
many county councillors were 
elected with a political ticket, 
whether they declared it or 
not. 

Powys council is facing 
budget cuts of £40 million over 
the next three years and the 
loss of 300 staff. 

The important thing is that 
our elected councillors concen¬ 
trate on the job in hand and 
put the bickering and all their 
personal agendas to one side. 

Council elections are a long 
way off yet but if the current 
councillors think the public 
will forget the way they have 
behaved they’d better think 
again.

Cutting-edge research 
thanks to donor pets 


Pioneering animal stem cell 

research is taking place on 
the Shropshire border. 

Sue Austin investigates 

FROM the outside it is just 
another building - but inside 
this brick barn on the Shrop¬ 
shire border is one of only 
two laboratories in the world 
undertaking pioneering ani¬ 
mal stem cell research. 

Scientists at the Veterinary Tis¬ 
sue Bank at Bryn Kinalt, near 
Chirk, have started carrying out 
the work in recent months along¬ 
side the tissue growth research 
which they have been doing since 
the centre opened about four 
years ago. 

Appealed 

Three animals have been helped in 
recent months due to stem cell 
research on live animals, which being 
carried out to help pets with condi¬ 
tions such as arthritis. 

Vets Peter Myint and John Innes, 
who set up the tissue bank, have 
appealed for pet owners to agree to 
allow their animals to be donors when 
they die to help other creatures still 
alive. They have claimed tissue cells 
from one animal could help up to 50 
others. 

Under the scheme pet owners will 
be given a tissue donor card for their 
pet cats or dogs - much like organ 
donor cards which humans carry with 
them. 

Inside the lab there is not an ani¬ 
mal in sight. Samples of tissue are 
stored in containers and work is car¬ 
ried out in safe and sterile conditions.

said that the centre had been carrying 
out work into tissue growth since it 
opened. 

He added tissue cells from one ani¬ 
mal could help up to 50 living animals. 

Mr Myint, who lives in Chirk, said: 

“We could see that this was something 
that would be needed more and more. 

“We work with vets providing the 
tissue and stem cells to help dogs and 
cats who suffer from injuries and have 
arthritis.” 

He said the vast majority of the 
work is to help those animals who 
have broken bones and need bone 
grafts but more donors would mean 
more operations could be carried out. 


Mr Myint said: “This is pretty pio¬ 
neering stuff. 

“We have now helped our third ani¬ 
mal and things are going very well.” 

He said that the vet takes a small 
sample of fat from the affected animal 
and sends it to the laboratory. 

“We isolate stem cells and then 
expand them until there are about 
five to 10 million,” he said. “They are 
then sent back to the vet who will use 
them in an operation.” 

Mr Myint said that the procedure 
sees stem cells injected into the 
affected site. 

Mr Myint, who worked as a vet for 
20 years before going into research, 


“It is a difficult subject to broach 
with pet owners and, just as there are 
never enough human organs available 
to help those in need, we run out of tis¬ 
sue samples,” said Mr Myint. 

“But if people sign up we also 
inform their vet and so when their ani¬ 
mal passes away it is not so difficult. 

“We work under strict ethical guide¬ 
lines. 

“Samples can only be taken under 
an owner’s written consent and there 
is not money involved. We don’t 
charge and we don’t buy tissue.”

The King managed a top 10 place 
with the song in 1973. 

THIRTY SIX YEARS AGO. ..1978 

The longest spell at number one in 1977 
was Wings, featuring Sir 
Paul McCartney, with Mull 
of Kintyre. It held the spot 
for nine weeks although it 
was not the year’s best 
seller. The record was still 
at number one through 
January 1978. The richest 
man in British music, Sir Paul has had four 
number one records without The Beatles. 
His last number one was in 1989. 

FORTY SIX YEARS AGO. ..1968 

For seven weeks in 1967 The Beatles held 
the top spot in the UK and US with Hello 
Goodbye. This was their 13th number one 
- they would have 
another four during 
1968/69. The Beatles, 
who were awarded MBEs 
in 1965, have sold about 
one billion records 
worldwide.

Memories 
of life on 
dairy farm 
in 1947 

DURING the harsh winter 
of 1947 I was in the Land 
Army on a dairy farm near 
Welshpool, where we hand 
washed, filled, and delivered 
nearly two thousand bottles 
every day. 

The dairy was a purpose- 
built building with two main 
rooms, a bottle room, a 
boiler room, and also a room 
that housed the engine 
which provided electricity 
for the house and farm. 

There was a water tap 
just inside one door which 
we left running all night in 
hard weather, to prevent the 
pipes from freezing. This 
meant that we had to spend 
the first hour carrying hot 
water from the house so that 
we could open the door to 
get into the dairy. I think 
there were three vans going 
out on rounds, and their 
first delivery was bottled the 
night before. 

They were always much 
longer on the rounds in 
freezing weather, and they 
often couldn’t find the emp¬ 
ties left out in the snow. 

This meant we often ran 
short of bottles for the sec¬ 
ond delivery, and had to 
wash the bottles from the 
first delivery, as our store of 
bottles was not large. 

The milk was bottled by 
hand with a machine with 
two levers which passed the 
bottles two at a time up to 
the tank, which held about 
10 gallons. The bottles were 
then put on a small wooden 
table with a slight rise in the 
middle, this meant we could 
only top two rows of bottles 
at a time, any more would 
fall off and smash on the 
floor. 

The vans sometimes 
didn’t get back after the sec¬ 
ond delivery until after we 
finished for the day. 

The van drivers were very 
good in picking up prescrip¬ 
tions, papers, and some¬ 
times food, for outlying 
places. 

There was not much work 
for the farm workers except 
for looking over the stock, so 
they used to go out one to 
each van, with a shovel for 
the snowdrifts.

take on certain services and 
to precept for them. 

The most recent discus¬ 
sion, as communities across 
Powys know only too well, 
has been with respect to 
public toilets. 

While this particular pol¬ 
icy is now being reviewed, I 
nevertheless know how seri¬ 
ously those involved in town 
and community councils 
take their responsibilities - 
and wish my colleagues on 
both sides of the border all 
the best in the decisions that 
lie ahead.

WHAT IF MY HUSBAND TRIES TO HIDE SOME OF HIS ASSETS WHEN I DIVORCE HIM? 

Q: I have been unhappy in my marriage for many years due to my husbanda€™s philandering, but I have stayed with it because he owns a very successful 
business that gives us a comfortable lifestyle and a good social life. However, as I become older I find I am less tolerant of his affairs and think I would like to get 
a divorce and start again before it is too late. What concerns me is that my husband may try to play down his success and hide the financial evidence. As he has 
always handled our finances I probably would not even know. What should I do? 

A: During the divorce process both you and your husband will be required to produce full and honest statements setting out your financial positions. When these 
statements are exchanged your Solicitor will scrutinise your husbanda€™s statement and look for anything that suggests funds may have been hidden. If your 
Solicitor believes there is a need, he or she can request that the court ask for a realistic and reasonable quantification of your husbanda€™s funds. 

The court will then look at the scale of your husbanda€™s business activities and lifestyle in comparison with the funds he has disclosed. If necessary the opinion 
of a forensic accountant can be sought. Based on their findings the court will estimate what they believe to be the real value of your husbanda€™s funds and 
make an award that is cost proportionate to the determined asset value. 

There is no set formula when it comes to the court working out how the financial settlement is split. Usually the court takes a a€“needs and resourcesaC™ 
approach but if your husband is found to have been concealing funds the court is likely to take a very dim view and their decision may reflect that.

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Police to 
recruit 
£19,000 
officers 

POLICE in Mid Wales are 
still recruiting officers 
despite having to tackle a 
£11.5 million budget cut. 

Dyfed Powys Police has 
placed advertisements for 
officers in the local press, 
with starting salaries at 
more than £19,100. 

The force revealed that it 
could cut up to 120 jobs over 
the next three years as it 
tries to reduce its budget. 

The cuts, which could 
include 55 redundancies, 
will be made in the civilian 
workforce, which currently 
is 823-strong. 

Top brass pledged to 
maintain and improve front 
line policing in Mid Wales 
and to attempt to lose posts 
through “natural wastage”. 

Senior officers say adver¬ 
tising for 30 officers shows 
the force is still committed 
to community policing. 

Applicants will be 
required to stay within the 
force area and live 30 miles 
of their posting. 

Vacancies are anticipated 
to be in north and south 
Powys as well as Ceredigion 
and Pembrokeshire. 

The neighbouring West 
Mercia Police, which covers 
Shropshire, is facing cuts of 
£21.8 million between 2016 
and 2019, on top of £20. lm 
which has been already 
imposed. 

It is expected that the 
force will look at merging 
with Warwickshire police in 
2016.

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Housing 
estate is 
promised 
fresh start

Hospital gets 
nitrogen unit 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital has been 
given a specialist liquid nitrogen storage 
unit to be used to store a unique archive of 
bone and soft tissue samples. 

The samples handed to the hospital are 
part of an internationally important collec¬ 
tion which are playing a key part in the bat¬ 
tle against cancer. 

The hospital’s League of Friends has pre¬ 
sented the hospital with the storage vessel, 
which cost £3,700, to allow the samples to 
be stored safely. 

Nigel Harness, manager of the hospital’s 
histopathology department, said by snap 
freezing and storing the samples at -80C (- 
112F) in the vessel they were kept in a 
“fresh” state with their cell nuclear genetic 
codes perfectly preserved. 

The collection includes tissue samples 
from bone and soft tissue sarcomas - rare 
cancers - plus samples of cancer which have 
spread to the skeleton. The liquid nitrogen 
storage vessel is a stand-alone system.

Mr Lawley was close friends with 
Shrewsbury Steam Rally founders Frank 
Hannett, Reg Wheeler, Dick Woolley and 
Dennis Smith and was among the first to 
discuss the formation of a rally. He exhib¬ 
ited his saw bench at Shrewsbury Steam’s 
first rally at Bishop’s Castle in 1970 and 
went on to attend virtually every Shrop¬ 
shire Steam Rally until his death. 

Mr Lawley, who ran Lawley Bros with his 
brother Mark, was married to Joan who 
died in 1997 and had three daughters, 
Megan, Jean and Josephine.

THE businesswoman who was the 
figurehead of one of Mid Wales’ 
best known stores for more than 
half a century has died at the age of 
101 . 

Mary Bunner took over the running of RH 
Bunner & Son, Ltd, in Montgomery, when her 
husband Alan died in 1953 and in the following 
decades she became as well known as the shop 
itself. 

For some, Bunner’s has become as much a 
tourist attraction as an ironmongers store, 
with staff taking immense pride in still serving 
customers in the traditional friendly manner 
and the store looking much like it would have 
done when it was established in 1892. 

According to staff, visitors who walk into the 
whitewashed shop often say they could be for¬ 
given for thinking they were walking on to the 
set of the classic Two Ronnies “four candles” 
television sketch. 

Mrs Bunner’s daughter,Mary, said she often 
wondered whether the set was the result of 
someone from the TV show visiting the shop. 

Today Miss Bunner paid tribute to her 
mother, who died at home in Montgomery on 
December 28. 

She left daughters, Mary and Ann, three 
grandchildren and two great grandchildren. 

Miss Bunner said a service to celebrate her

mother’s life was held in the parish church in 
the town last Thursday. 

Mrs Bunner had taken over the running of 
the shop in 1953 following the death of her hus¬ 
band. 

Miss Bunner said: “She had two young girls 
to look after as well as the shop to run and she 
worked very hard, helped by shop manager, 
John Blower. My sister Ann and her husband 
then became involved in the business and now 
their son is involved. It is a true family busi¬ 


ness. Until very latterly. Mum was still 
involved, happy to give advice and talk to the 
customers. 

Community 

“She dealt with all the mail until about three 
years ago.” 

Mrs Bunner was also involved in the local 
community. Her daughter said: “She was a 
founder member of the Women’s Institute in 
Montgomery, which was very involved in mak¬ 


ing pickles and jams for the community in the 
war, and a member of other organisations, 
including the local branch of the NSPCC.” 

She added: “She was also the first female 
churchwarden of the church at St Nicholas.” 

Miss Bunner said that with the help of carers 
her mum had been able to enjoy life at home. 

“She really enjoyed her 101st birthday back 
in October when we had a low key party for her, 
with a jazz trio. And she even enjoyed Christ¬ 
mas Day with us,” her daughter said. 


The shop celebrated its 120th anniversary in 
October 2012 and even now is still described as 
an “Aladdin’s Cave” by customers and visitors. 

Customers can still buy a single screw if that 
is all they need but the shop also stocks every¬ 
thing from quad bikes, garden machinery, 
kitchen supplies, light bulbs, tools to toys and 
also those hard to find items. 

Although the shop has grown over the years, 
it still has Georgian-style windows and an 
Edwardian front.

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Elderly 
walker is 
injured in 
accident 

AN elderly pedestrian suf¬ 
fered serious injuries after 
being knocked down in 
Oswestry.

Parents call for grant rethink 


A COUPLE have called for a change in rules over what disabled peo¬ 
ple can spend their personal budget on, claiming the regulations are 
depriving their severely disabled son of one of his few remaining 
pleasures in life. 

Tony Grimes, 51, was seriously injured in a road crash when he was just 18 years old 
and needs round the clock care at his especially adapted Oswestry bungalow. 


One of the few pleasures he has left, 
according to his parents Helen and Sid 
Grimes of Ellesmere, is being taken to a cafe 
for lunch or a cup of tea and cake. 

But the couple have been told Tony 
should not be spending any of his personal 
budget, which he receives following the clo¬ 
sure of Shrewsbury’s Grange Day Centre, 
on food or drink. 

Council bosses said although food and 
drink costs cannot be taken from the per¬ 
sonal budget, they do help people to claim 
benefits from others agencies to cover those 
costs. 

Break 

Mrs Grimes, 84, said the ruling had upset 
the family because her son enjoyed an occa¬ 
sional day out, along with a stop for a cafe 
lunch or a tea break. 

She said: “It seems they are just hitting 
the disabled hard again. They actually took 
some of the money from his personal budget 
back because he just was not spending it but 
that is because he can’t do much. 

“There is not much he can do. We have 
used the personal budget in the past for 
food and drink but we have been told we are 
not allowed. 

Mr Grimes said his son was severely 
injured in the car crash more than 30 years 
ago and can now only move his right arm 
and also suffers from memory lapses and

concentration problems. The couple’s other 
son Gary died in hospital three days later 
from injuries suffered in the accident, which 
happened in Sussex. 

Mr Grimes said: “For Tony going to a cafe 
and having a cup of tea is an activity. 

“They called the personal budget pro¬ 
gramme My Life, My Choice, but really it is 
My Life, The Council’s Choice. 

Mr Grimes, 82, added: “We are not getting 
any younger and you worry about Tony and 
what he will have left in his life. We just 
want the council to look again at the rules.” 

Councillor Lee Chapman, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for adult services said: “We ensure that 
we fund the care that is needed. 

“Based upon an individual’s needs, this 
could, for example, include funding 24 hour 
support. 

“If an individual is eligible, part of the 
payment is provided for daytime activities 
and it is agreed through a support plan what 
this will be spent on, ie travel to do an activ¬ 
ity and the admission cost. 

“While this payment does not cover food 
and drink, we support individuals to claim 
benefits to cover these costs from those 
agencies which are responsible for this fund¬ 
ing.”

Town author 
Dublishes his 
atest book 

AN Oswestry author who travels the world as an interna¬ 
tional salesman has published his latest book - which he 
says was largely written in hotel rooms. 

A Just and Upright Man, a piece of historical fiction set 
in the 18th century, has been written by 70-year-old John 
Lynch who hails originally from Newcastle upon Tyne but 
has lived in the north of the county for 31 years. 

It is a story of murder, love, and intrigue, and is the first 
in a five-book series featuring central character James 
Blakiston.

“Robert Hale are the specialists for historical fiction and 
it looked as though they were going to publish the book, but 
then they decided it was too long,” he said. 

“I have three friends, people I’ve known for a long time, 
who were setting up Mandrill Press as a co-operative and 
they suggested I go in with them. So I did. It upset the bal¬ 
ance a bit, because Mandrill Press mostly publishes what 
is politely known as erotica and that’s not what I write,” he 
said. 

“In my day job I’m an international salesman and I spend 
a fair bit of time abroad. I shall shortly be going to the 
Canaries, Saudi Arabia, Abu Dhabi, Trinidad, Curaco and 
Suriname. A Just and Upright Man was largely written in 
hotel rooms.”

Wassailing varies from vil¬ 
lage to village, but generally 
include a King and Queen to 
lead the singing, and of cider 
or apple juice from the pre¬ 
vious year presented to the 
tree spirits.

BIDS totalling more than 
£200,000 were received in 
round two of a community 
grants initiative organised 
by Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner 

Christopher Salmon.

A GLOBETROTTING pensioner 
who was forced to give up his 
trips because of arthritis in his 
ankles has been able to resume 
his travels after undergoing sur¬ 
gery at Oswestry’s Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

John Orford, a retired IT manager 
from Shrewsbury, was so pleased to 
“get his life back” that he wanted to 
give something to the hospital, and 
especially Kenyon ward where he was 
treated, and raised £1,000 for the hos¬ 
pital by completing a sponsored walk. 

Himalayas 

Mr Orford, 67, has been a serious 
walker for over 50 years, starting his 
trekking as a teenager in the Lake Dis¬ 
trict peaks and later the Munros in Scot¬ 
land. 

For an eight year period from 2000, 
John and his wife Pam undertook expedi¬ 
tions across the globe, from the South 
American Andes, the African mountains 
and deserts, the Himalayas, Australia to 
northern Iceland. 

However in 2008, his arthritic ankles 
became too much and eventually he 
sought medical advice. 

In November 2011, RJAH Consultant 
Orthopaedic Surgeon Andrew Bing fused his 
right ankle to give relief from the joint pain, 
as his ankle had almost seized up and bone 
overgrowth had twisted his foot inwards. 

Nearly a year later, Mr Bing replaced his 
left ankle, which he was still able to move 
but was painful. 


Mr Orford then faced months of rehabili¬ 
tation, but in July 2013 completed a nine- 
mile charity walk across the Morecambe 
Bay, and then in October last year, he and 
his wife joined a group of friends on a walk¬ 
ing trip in the Ethiopian lakes and moun¬ 
tains. 

“I waited too long really before seeking 


help with my ankles,” he said. And now Mr 
Orford has some advice for others in a sim¬ 
ilar situation. 

“Since my operations I would now recom¬ 
mend anyone who experiences joint pain to 
act early and, if offered, to take treatment - 
it’s well worth it.” 

He is looking forward to his 2014 walking 


trip - although he isn’t sure where that will 
take him yet. 

“The big question now is where to go 
next?” he said. 

“While I have visited countries in six con¬ 
tinents, it’s a big world out there. 

“The shortlist is down to Botswana, 
China, Cambodia, New Zealand or Hawaii.” 


inspectors' 
praise as 
schools 
progress 

SCHOOLS in Mid Wales 
have improved at a “consid¬ 
erable pace” since the 
county council was ordered 
to make “significant” 
changes to the way they are 
assessed, inspectors have 
said. 

Estyn, the Welsh school 
inspection body, has previ¬ 
ously criticised Powys 
County Council for the way 
it judged its schools’ per¬ 
formance. 

In both 2011 and 2012 the 
council was told its self-eval¬ 
uations were “too positive” 
and did not identify short¬ 
comings, even though at the 
time it had four schools in 
special measures. 

But after bringing in reg¬ 
ular inspections, Estyn has 
said matters have improved, 
especially since Powys began 
sharing services with neigh¬ 
bouring Ceredigion County 
Council. 

No Powys County Council 
primary schools are in spe¬ 
cial measures. The only high 
school which is judged to be 
failing, John Beddoes School 
in Presteigne, will close and 
become a campus of New¬ 
town High School later this 
year. 

Clive Phillips, assistant 
director of Estyn, said: 
“Since the Estyn monitoring 
visit in October 2012, 
change and improvement 
have happened at a consid¬ 
erable pace, both corporately 
and within the schools’ serv¬ 
ice.”

NIP Owen 
refusing 
to speak 
on plans 

ENVIRONMENT minister 
and North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson is refusing 
to be drawn into the row 
over plans to build homes on 
the edge of an iron age hill 
fort in Shropshire. 

The Campaign to Protect 
Rural England has chal¬ 
lenged Mr Paterson to inter¬ 
vene to protect the ancient 
moment, said to the be 
birthplace of Guinevere, 
wife of King Arthur. 

But the Secretary of State 
for the Environment said 
that in 16 years as an MP he 
had not got involved in local 
planning issues. 

The proposals have been 
made under Shropshire 
Council’s SAMDev plan to 
earmark preferred sites for 
new development. A piece of 
land to the south of the hill- 
fort is suggested. 

The proposals have 
sparked nationwide protest, 
with 6,000 signing a petition 
against it. 

In a letter to Mr Paterson 
Shaun Spiers, The CPRE’s 
chief executive, said: “While 
this is a case in your own 
constituency, it has major 
national implications. 

“CPRE Shropshire is par¬ 
ticularly concerned to hear 
that English Heritage seems 
resigned to the development 
going ahead.” 

But Mr Paterson said: 
“Like my predecessor I have 
a strict rule about not get¬ 
ting involved in planning in 
my constituency.”

Warning to dog owners as 
badger snares discovered

SHROPSHIRE Wildlife Trust has warned dog owners to be careful 
after badger snares were found on a wildlife reserve at Llynclys. 

The snares, which are illegal, were found at Dolgoch Quarry, and can prove fatal to other 
animals including pet dogs. 

Stuart Edmunds, spokesman for Shropshire Wildlife Trust, said: “A member of the pub¬ 
lic last week found badger snares set up around badger setts at Dolgoch Quarry near Llyn¬ 
clys. It is illegal to use the snares - which are designed to wrap around a badger’s throat 
and pull tight as the animal struggles - to kill badgers, but most worryingly was the fact 

that these snares were found on a nature 
reserve which is there to provide a refuge 
for wildlife without risk. 

“Another massive issue with the use of 
snares like this is the danger they pose to 
dogs. Although the snares are set around 
the entrance to badger setts, when being 
walked dogs are likely to come into contact 
with the snares when they venture towards 
setts. 

Appeal 

“The snares found were made of a variety 
of materials, from electric fence cable to 
baler twine. They didn’t have the appear¬ 
ance of professional snares. 

“We need to get an appeal out to the pub¬ 
lic to make sure that people take care when 
walking their dogs.” 

It is illegal to deliberately snare a badger 
except under special licence, and snares 
which continues to tighten as the animal 
struggles to escape are always illegal. 
Snares should never be set on a badger run 
or in an area of known badger activity, and 
anyone setting a snare in a position where 
it is likely to catch a badger could be break¬ 
ing the law. Anyone setting a snare is also 
breaking the law if all reasonable precau¬ 
tions are not taken to prevent injury to pro¬ 
tected and domestic animals. 

Anyone finding a snare similar to the one 
found in Dolgoch Quarry is asked to contact 
their local police station and the RSPCA.

TRADERS in Ellesmere 
have declared it as business 
as usual despite work start¬ 
ing on a £100,000 gas pipe 
replacement scheme.

Afghan TA tour 


NURSING is one of the most

uations which would normally have been 
way outside my comfort zone.” 

On her return to the UK, Rebecca was 
promoted to ward sister, and in July last year 
took a secondment as ward manager until 
another planned deployment to Afghanistan 
in November. However, when she was 
offered the chance to make her new role per¬ 
manent, she took the opportunity, passing 
up the deployment. 

Rebecca has always wanted to specialise 
in spinal injuries. She said: “My nursing 
career began in 2002, when I first started 
working on the Midlands Centre for Spinal 
Injuries as a student nurse. After requesting 
that my elective placement be spent on 
spinal injuries in 2003, I then qualified as a 
nurse in 2004 and was given the permanent 
role as staff nurse on MCSI. 

“During my time spent on MCSI, I expe¬ 
rienced different roles within nursing, both 
challenging and rewarding, although at 
times can be disheartening. 

“My deployment to Afghanistan have 
given me the confidence to face new chal¬ 
lenges in nursing.”

Forensic

“It appeared to be part of 
a human skull, believed to 
be that of an adult male.”

warm feelings towards the 
very special Winter Moth 


IF you’re a driver in the winter 
countryside, as many of us are 
here in rural Shropshire, there are 
few things that inspire a sense of 
irritation more than mud and rain. 

I needn’t extrapolate on the annoyance of 
washing one’s motor before embarking on a 
brief but mucky journey and returning to 
realise that your vehicle is just as dirty as 
when you decided to wash it prior to your 
outing. 

In the summer things are scarcely better 
on the roads. By day dust prevails and by 
night, it’s a massacre of moths that chaoti¬ 
cally bombard the windscreen. 

I happen to rather like moths and squirm 
and cringe my way through a summer 
night’s drive. But at least for all us lepi- 
dopterists (butterfly and moth fanciers) 
winter does bring a blessed relief from that 
particular form of insect genocide. Or does 
it? 

Reason 

You may well have noticed during our rea¬ 
sonably mild winter, that there are still 
many suicidal moths on our roads by night. 
Winter is traditionally not a time for fervent 
insect action and yet some do prevail, but 
how and why? 

As usual in nature there is a good reason 
for everything. Winter Moths (there is actu¬ 
ally a species un-enterprisingly called the 
Winter Moth) are, far from a mere splat on 
the windscreen, something rather special. 

They may be a drab grey-brown to look at, 
but in actual fact they possess something 
not found in any other insect; warm blood. 
Okay, I’ve exaggerated slightly there but for 
a group of animals largely confined both by 
scientific nomenclature and in general lifes¬ 
pan by their inability to regulate their own 
body temperature, thus declaring them¬ 



selves “cold-blooded”, winter moths buck 
the trend. 

They join only a handful of insect species 
worldwide who are able to “thermo-regu- 
late”; the very process which makes mam¬ 
mals and birds, you and I “warm-blooded”. 
(I wouldn’t suggest you read it if you’re 
prone to falling asleep, but there is a book 
called Hot Blooded Insects by Bernd Hein¬ 
rich available from a very few good book¬ 
stores.) 

So what is the trick to thermoregulation? 
For moths it is all in the thorax. The wing 
muscles can be revved, seen by the human 
eye as a feverish shuddering of the entire 
insect, thus warming up the moth without 
it actually leaving the ground. 

The amount of energy produced in flight 
also allows for more than just flying; it too 
can by syphoned off in order to heat the 
insect. 

You’ll even be able to accurately sex a 
winter moth, for only the males fly. The 
females are virtually wingless and instead 
of killing themselves on Shropshire’s roads, 
will instead sensibly climb the nearest fruit 
tree and wait for a male to find her. When 
mated, she will lay her eggs on the leaves of 
the tree and the caterpillars will hatch in 
the spring. 

You may forgive me for not reading Hein¬ 
rich’s book from cover to cover, but because 
I have not, I can merely assume that the 
females still have muscular and thermoreg¬ 
ulatory powers over their wing stumps and

therefore achieve the same trick as the nesting Blue Tits feed their young on Win- 
males, just without the wings.
